Its weight, moreover, compared
with that of wagon or cart, increases the
physical energy devoted to tbe transportation
of goods. For short distances, say . about a
plantation, or-fo- r .six or eight miles on the
road, a stronar camel will carry, on an aver-
age, from eight hundred to one thoueand
pound. The Tiulos of Asia Minor, the pro-

duce of the double-hnmpe- d Bactrian male on
the single-humpe- d Arabian female, will aver-
age, for the same distance, from one thousand
to fifteen hundred pounds. All of the state-
ments in my official report, of what was done
by the camels under my direction In Texas,
are made from accurate weights and closely
computed distances. ....

horse or mule.
They save a heavy outlay for wagons,

carts. Imrness. and shoes, and a constant tax
for their repairs. .

Their physical energy is not largely drawn
npon for the draught of a wagon or cart, and,
therefore, is proportion a tely given more use-
fully to the transportation of goods.
' They w ill do more work at the same cost
and keeping than either horse or mule.

These are the general advantages that I
think may be fairly claimed for the camel.
Now let us examine how far this animal,
with their advantages, may be suited for our
plantation or farm uses. :

In Egypt I have seen the camel nscd in
cities and in the country, on plantations, in
fields, and on the road, for every purpose that
horses and mules are used with u. I have
seen them transporting bricks and broken
stone from yards and quarries for buildings,
sleeper, rafters, scantling, boards for fl'or-in-g.

&c. I have seen them carrying chopped
straw, corn, cotton, fishier, merchandise of
til kinds, men. women and children, and
with their bnrdens stepping intelligently and
with sure footedness into and out of clum'y
ferry loats. And I have seen them usefully
occupied in carrying burdens on the dams und
check banks of rice plantations. Is there
any tiling more or less than these uses that
our plantations and farms require?

The camel has been known to thrive and
be useful between 15 and 82 deg. north lati-
tude; the mean tem(eratnre of which region
may be rated at from 50 to C8 degrees. Tbe
cost of a good serviceable cam'd, landed at
Mobile or Pensacola, will be from ?150 to
$200. The animal is much less troublesome
at sea than the horse a hundred camels cau-
sing less anxiety than ten horses.

Life In ew York.
Religions life snd the modes of religious

worship in New York have recently assumed
a new and somewhat curious phase.

'sensation dramatist "split the ears of. the
grouudlings" in a nvnor theatre, songs of
praise and words of holiness sre echoed every
Sunday evening. The upper stratum of re-

ligious life exude Its Fiiper-nhunda- nt feelings
of pl-- ty w ith respectable and decorous bear-
ing iu the fashionable and elegant Academy
of Music, while the lower stratum does the
same with cheers, cat-call- s, and stamping of

t in the National Theatre, on Chatham
StP-et- .

The crowd wbieb flocks to loth houses is
immense. At the Academy hundreds nre
turned away for the want of room, every Sun-
day evening; the doors nre locked when the
house is full, and all who arrive too late are
compelled either to adopt the
practice of going to church, or to reserve
their fervor for another Sabbath a difficult
thing to do In this imp-.il-iv- cily. At the
Chut ham street theatre the attendance is so
large that the doorkeepers are obliged to se-

lect the audience, admitting the well clad and
excluding humble piety In seedy garments; a
posse of police is to keep order at
the doors; and the audience express their
impatience at the non-arriv- al of the preacher,
in the usual theatrical fashion, by stamping
and whistling, hail his appearance by a storm
ot clapping, and compliment the salicut
points of his discourse with loud applause.
Religious ceremonies are ogaiu to take place
at these theatres to-nig-

Meantime the churches are affi-ctc- with
slim attendance, and it looks as if the clergy,
to preserve their pniMilarity, would have to
abandon the pulpit for the stage. Time was
when such a descent would have shocked
the religious sentiment of the country; and
even now, whatever is left of the strict old
Puritans must move uneasily in their graves
at the spectacle. One consolation, ; however
is that thtse who" advocate the claims of the
stagii to le considered a moral Instructor
have now the satisfaction of beholding a prac
tical illustration of their theory. A lork
Herald. ! . . ..

A private letter just received from Portugal

eonteimrtbr foTlowing" grapbTdeicription of
an earthquake:

T. and I
were asleep; wo awok.- - of coors. and" sat
quite, motionless,- - holding each other by tbe
Hand, feeling the honse shaking violently and
e peering instsnt death by the giving aw ay of
everything. The sound that accompanied it
was awful ewe predominate! in opr .Bunuj!.
T. tells me that I ssid softly. have mer-r-?

n.K? "f-lit-i waaDoi conscioos of speak-In- g.

He snys that the most fearful part of it
all. to him..was,tb increasing violence of
sound and piotion the rapid crttcrnttn. Each
instant we expected the roof snd wnlls to fall
in npon ns; thn the sonnd diminished sensi-
bly, and again Increased in violence. ; A min- -

jiite seems a hort time.-lm- t it was-- a lifetime
then. T. says he never before felt himself in
tbe immediate presence of destruction, and his
thought was "Death is Immediate and inevita-
ble; now I shall learn the ereat mystery."
When it was over he said, " IC,,that was very
Rwful." i I jumped op. and r? i to M ; T.
followed; we fonnd her calm, but

solemn awe rone fitted so directly from the
'iand of God that tears and lamentations could
find no place. We knew that we w-r- on the
brink of tbe grsv--- a few seconds only between
tis and a sodden death." The partition walls of
M.'s dressing-room- s, bed-roo- her maids'
chamber, the two spare rooms, and the dining
room in fact, all that support the walls of
that sid-o- f the house, are cracked from top to
lottom, with rents in which you may lay your
band. A few seconds more, and the whole
would have come down with a michty crash.

N. B. To understand the mightiness of
the shock, one must remember that the walls
of the Lisbon bouses are not like those of the
Fifth Avenue card-pap- er palaces, solid mass-
es of rossonry, some three and four feet thick.

People were flying to and fro. thinking and
talking of nothing else." Many persons were
killed by the fulling of walls; many houses
have been shaken entirely down. One of the
columns of the beautiful Estrella Church has
fallen, as well as several of the Saints from
their niches within.

It is l)elieved that if tbe earthquake had
lasted a few seconds lonirer, it would have
been as fatal as that of Nov. 1, 17"5. At bk
there was another shock, much lighter, and
yet far beyond anything you have evr xpe-rienc- ed

in Portugal. When one m.-- t friends
to-da- y it was with much emotion, a grasp of
the hand, and, "Thank God, we are still
alive!" The shock was felt very distinctly
in the fleet. On the Coligny, the commander
rushed on deck, believing that another vessel
had dashed into him and carried away part of
the ship.

The day previous, Dr. Pezado, Chief of the
Observatory of tbe Polytechnic School, had
announc'-- that it was almost certain that an
earthquake would take place within twenty-fou- r

hours; he judged from the variations of
the magnetic needle. He timed it, and found
Its duration one minute and four seconds. If
this seems short; lake your watch and try to
think the house is falling, for thnt time. I
can give you no idea of the sound; Itesides
the creaking and groaning of all the tiinlx-rs- .

there was a rattling beyond the noise of any
machinery I have ever heard, and through
the air the voice of a mighty rushing wind,
though not a breath stirrid. In the different
towns near Lisbon It has been very bad; at
Villa France, many houses fell, and some per-
sons were kill d.
